Hardman Will Run for Reelection as Governor 


ENTRY IS FIRST 
TO BE ANNOUNCED 
IN STATE PRIMARY 


Statement Puts End to 
Rumor That Governor 
Might Retire at Close of 
Present Term. 


BUSINESS BASIS 
FOR STATE URGED 


Governor To Announce 
Platform Later; State 
Senator Rivers Mention- 
ed as Candidate. 


Governor L. G. Hardman definitely 
stated Saturday that he will be a 
candidate for reelection as governor in 
the democratic primaries to be held in 
‘September and thus effectively spiked 
various rumors to the effect that- he 
intended to retire at **- end of his 
present term. 

“In answer to inquiries made to me 
recently by close friends concerning 
my intentions regarding the race for 
governor, I have decided to let the 
people of Georgia know at this time 
that I shall be a,candidate for reelec- 
tion,” the governor said. ? 

No statement in reference to his 
platform: was made by the governor, 
who said ‘he would make public his 
views on public matters in the near 
future. 

“Although I have been in office less 
than a year, I feel that there have 
been things accomplished which have 
brought the state nearer to a real 
business government,” the governor 
said. “It was the desire to see the 
state run dh a business basis which 


Jed me to the race for governor two | 


years ago and I huve formed definite 
views as to what is needed to attain 
this end which I shall set forth in 
statements to be made later.” 

Governor Hardman is the first can- 
didate definitely to state that he will 
make the race. State Senator Ed 
Rivers has been mentioned as a candi- 
date to oppose the governor and re- 
cently has made public speeches i. 
various cities in the state in which 
he outlined his views on public ques- 
tions. Friends of Senate Rivers 
have stated that he is certain to make 
the race for governor and will make 
his formal announcemen: prior -to 
June 23, the date fixed for the closing 
of entries for statehouse offices. 

The closing of entries on June 23 
will arrive three days prior to the 
opening of the national democratic 
convention at Houston, Texas. All 
candidates who desire to run for state- 
house offices will have to qualify in 
the race before the national conven- 
tion.

BATTLE 10 EASE 
TAXATION BURDEN 


Cut Levy on Small Cor- 
porations But Fail To 
Reduce Excise on Large 
Companies. 


Washington, May 12.—(/)—Senate 
republicans held the main plank of 
their $200,000,000 tax reduction 
scheme in the revenue bill today in ob- 


' taining a 12 1-2 per cent corporation! 


| tax but only after democrats had 
| upset their program earlier by voting 
| into the bill a graduated scale of lower 
rates on corporations with small in- 
comes. 

As on previous votes in the tax con- 
test, the divisions today were on party 
lines. The 121-2 per cent corporation 
rate was put iuto the bill over the 

/111-2 per cent figure approved. by 
| the house by a vote of 40 to 34. The 
present corporation levy is 131-2 per 
| cent. 
| Lose Reduction Fight. 

Each 1 per cent reduction in the 
corporation tax involves $82,000,000 
and had the democrats been successful 


today in their fight for retention of 
| the 111-2 per cent rate they ‘would 
have virtually won their fight to in- 


crease the proposed $200,000,000 re- | 


| duction te $325.000,000., 

| As it was, $24,000,000 waa added 
‘to the $200,000,000 reduction pro- 
vided by the republican bill when the 
senate accepted the graduated scale of 
rates on corporations with incomes of 
$15,000 and less. Lining up solidly 
for this proposal, advanced by Sena- 
tor Simmons, democrat, of North Caro- 
| lina, democrats received the support 
|of two republicans, Norbeck and Mc- 
Master, of South Dakota, and won by 
a vote of 40 to 38. 

Seek New Roll Call. ; 
| Surprised by the-first break in his 
iranks, Senator Smoot, of Utah, in 
"charge of the republican fight, an- 
‘nounced he would ask for another roll 
call on the graduated scale of corpera- 
tion rates which was fostered in the 
House by Representative Garner, dem- 
ocrat, of Texas. 

Senators Harrison, of Mississippi, 
and Walsh, of Massachusetts, carried 
the attack for the democrats today on 
the graduated scale of rates for cor- 
porations, arguing that it was only 
fair to allow lower rates for corpo- 
rations with small incomes in place 
of the flat tax now imposed on all 
corporation incomes. This was chal- 
lenged by Senators Smoot and‘ Cou- 
zens, republican, of Michigan, who 
contended the change meant discrim- 
ination. 

Garner Rate Restored. 

The Garner rate schedules which 
were restored to the bill provide fo 
with incomes of $7,000 and less: 7 
per cent on incomes between $7,000 
and $12,000, and 9 per cent on in- 
comes between $12,000 and. $15.000

Jacob Elsas, prominent Atlanta 
philanthropist, who three years agu 
offered the city $100,000 for the erec- 
tion of a pay ward at Grady hospital 
on. condition that the municipality 
match the money, has addressed a let- 
ter to the mayor and council asking 
that the city notify him whether or 
not the offer will be taken up, it was 
learned Saturday at the city hall. 

Information obtained at the city 
hall was to the effect that Mr, Elsas’ | 
letter pointed out that he has reached | 
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the age of 85, and wishes to know} 
what disposition the city will make| 
of the matter in order that he may 


know. Whether or not to make other 
arrangements for the use of the $100,- 
000 in his will. 
* Although the offer has been stand- 
ing for three years, having been re- 
newed a year ago at the city’s re 
quest, nothing bas been accomplished 
toward meeting the wrovisions of Mr.

Campaign for George. 

Representative Bell, one of those 
who attended the eonference, said it 
was not proposed to conduct a cani- 
in opposition to anyone, but 
rather one in George’s bebalf. No ef- 
fort, he said, wou be made to gam 
strength for the senator in North 
Carolina, where Representative Hull, 
of 'Teuwessee, who already has an in- 
structed delegation of from. his 
home state; is standing as a candidate, 

Among the states where it was in- 
dicated activity would be noticeable 
in Senator George’s behalf are Ala- 
bama, Mississippi, Texas, Florida, 
South Caroliia, Virginia, Arkansas 
a@nd Kentucky.

fing slumps. He 1s in a mental slump which brings about a lethargy hard 
to overcome.

Information Is Issued 


Mrs. R. R. Ritchie, fifth district 
chairman of reading, and Mrs. George 
W. Price, chairman of reading for the 
Atlanta P.-T. A. council, issue the 
following information in regard to 
summer reading clubs: 5 

“It is hoped that all fifth district 
and Atlanta reading chairmen are 
about to send bome by the children 
material effecting the organization of 
the summer reading clubs. This in- 
cludes a statement of the plan and 
purpose of organizing, also a request 
for directors and names of children 


wishing to enroll. Sample material’ 


follows: 1. What are they? The chil- 
dren of school organized into 
groups of 10 to 15 to read, tell, write 
dramatic stories, poems, etc., as sug- 
gested by the reading lists. These lists 
are the product of what our own 
teachers think our children ought to 
be reading at this time, 

2. When will they meet? Ten meet- 
ings of one hour each, making a to- 
tal of ten hours during the summer 
at such times as the director and the 


“3. Where will they meet? At the 
homes of the directors, at the chil- 
dren's home, in the parks, etc., as 
decided by director and children. 

“4. Who are the directors? Our 
own school mothers, willing to give 
of themselves and their time for the 
children. The only qualification is a 
desire to help, A meeting for directors 
will be called in the very near future. 
We are hoping you will be one of 


them. If it isn’t possible for you to 
be in charge of ten meetings try to 
cooperate with a friend or neighbor, 
each serving for five meetings or in 
some other congenial way. You will 
feel amply repaid for the sacrifices 
you make when you see the enthusi- 
asm of the children. 

“5. Are these reading clubs needed? 
Educators think they are. Every child 
needs directed activities of various 
kinds all the time, but .never so much 
as during the summer months when 
schoo] is not in session. What your 
child, reads &t the summer club meet- 
ings will keep him in touch with the 
kind of materials the teacher feels 
he needs, It will also serve as an 
incentive and guide for his home read- 
ing and as a stepping stone to the 
work he will do in school in the fall. 
Show interest by returning the ques- 
tion blank with all questions an- 
swered., 

“The enrollment blank is as fol- 
lows: Do you wish your child to en- 
roll in the summer reading club? 
Name of child, age, grade, address, 
telephone. Will you serve as a di- 
rector? Name, address, telephone. 
Are you to have an assistant? Name, 
address, telephone. Solicit teachers’ 
aid in making lists of books to be 
used. Also use the Carnegie library 
list for summer reading. Definite an-

' “This statement, I realize, is some 
what astonishing and needs explana- 
tion, but it is literally true. As is 
well known, the highways of the state’ 
hare been constrncted by t)> use ‘of 
taxes from fasoline and motor ve- 
hicle licenses, about in equal propor- 
tions, which taxes amount to an aver- 
age of approximately $32 a year r-r 
motor vehicle. Estimates made by the 
experts indicate that three times this 
tax is saved by the use of & motor 
vehicle in wear and tear of his car, 
and saving in gasoline. and oil, in :.d- 
dition to the important item of timy 
saved in going from one place to an- 
other over our present highway sys- 
tem, as compared with. the roads we 
had to use less than a decade ago.

and there is a lively story of this love 
affair, including the wedding, in the 
fourteenth chapter, of the Book of 
Judges. 

On one of his visits to his swe:t- 


countered a lion and killed him and 
left the carcass to dry up on the 
desert sands. Nobody saw this ex- 
ploit and Samson showed remarkable 
reserve in-not telling it to anybody. 


On a later visit, passing the place. 
he turned aside to see the carcass of 
the lion, and lo; he found a swarm 
of bees and honey in the carcass, He 
took some of the honey and went on 
his way. This experience furnished 
him with the famous riddle: “Out 
of the eater came forth meat and 
out of the strong came forth sweet- 
ness.” 

At the wedding, Samson made 1% 
wager with the guests. I suppose le 
did this for fun, thus to afford a 
subject of conversation to young peo- 
le, who, on such occasions have been 

nown to run out of something to 
say, when obliged to talk tu a strang- 
er, “I will bet you,” said Samson 
to the guests, “I will bet you 30 linen 
garments and 30 changes of raiment 
that I can give you a riddle which 
you cannot guess during the seven 
days of the wedding feast.”

Now Samson knew .is secret and 
he knew. that nobody else knew it 
and he knew therefore that he was 
bound to win. Knowing that he was 
bound to win, he staked what he did 
not have. I suppose that never m 
all his life did Samson have as many 
clothes as he had named in his wager. 
As the seven days were passing, the 
guests, all their wits exhausted, saw 
that they were to lose the bet, un- 
less, in some way, they could i»- 
veigle Samson’s wife into extracting 
Samson's secret from him. Of course. 
she was in no mood to take part with 
them against her husband, but when 
the guests grew ugly and threatened 
to burn her and her father’s house. 
no alternative was left her. 

It is a lively story; how she first 
complained to Samson. “You have a 
secret which you have not told me.” 
“No,” said Samson, “I have not toll 
my father and mother. I have not fold 
anybody, why should I tell you?’ She 
said, "because I am your wife and 
youn do not leve me if you keep a sec- 
ret from me.” 

This brought on tears and when a 
Woman cries, what can a man do?

There are two points of view from 
which this question may be answered. 
From the point of view of the man 
who bets and loses and from’ the 
point of view of the man who bets 
and wins. ‘The loser loses his money, 
of course, and the proper name for 
his behavior is waste. We can all 
see that it is foolish to thruw money 
away. Ina certain sense money is a 
measure of our ability, nay of « ‘r 
manhood, and as one would not think 
of draining off his blood and throw- 
ing it into the gutter, so one would 
not think of throwing money into the 
dust heap. That is what the loser in 
a bet has done, he has thro a his 
sueher away and has nothing to show 
or it. 

The winner in the bet has money 
for which he has not given any equ v- 
alent, in services or other value and 
therefore is not far removed from a 
trespasser on another man’s property, 
a thief. I do not say he is a thief. 
he is not far away from being one. 
He has money for which he can give 
no henest account.

The Lankford bill proposes to pro- | 
hibit labor on “the Lord’s day, com- 
monly called Sunday.” It allows works | 
of necessity and charity, “provided | 
the right to weekly rest and worship | 
is not thereby denied.” These are cer- | 
tainly religious earmarks, but I wish. 
to present seven proofs that all Sun-' 
day laws are religious. 

1. Sunday laws originated when 
church and state were first united 
under Constantine. 2. Their purpose 


is generally to secure the better ob-|; 


servance of the Lord’s day, commonly 
called Sunday, or to “preserve the 
Christian Sabbath as a day of rest and 
worship.” 3. The demand for them 
comes solely from religious people oad | 
primarily from religious leaders. 4.) 
They require the observance of one 
day in seven, a purely religious divi- | 
sion of time, the week being founded 
on the facts of creation and the mak- 
ing of the Sabbath. 5. They prohibit 
civil things such as ordinary labor, 
buying and selling, sports, etc., which 
are not considered wrong on other 
days, and are not in themselves 
wrong. This prohibition can be ntade’ 
only on the ground of the religious: 


— - 


religious grounds and exempt those 
who “religiously and conscientiously” 
observe another day. ' 

In view of these facts, out of the 
many that might be presented, I main- 
tain that the claim that Sunday laws 
are not religious, as it is generally 
put forth, is purely a quirk, to use 
a word introduced in the above-men- 
tioned letter. Sunday is no more of 
a civil institution than is baptism 
or the Lord’s Supper. And it is no 
more a proper subject for legislation 
than they are. Think of fining a Bap- 
tist for refusing to be sprinkled and 
jailing a Methodist for refusing to be 
baptized. Sounds strange, doesn't it? 
Tt is no more out of. place than fore- 
ing a man by police power to keep 
a Sabbath against his will. 

In the issue of April 27. Mr. Small, 
speaking of this bill, said, “Its pur- 
pose is simply to prevent the degrada- 
tion of Sunday from a protected rest 
and worship day into a continental 
fest-da¥.” This is confessedly a reli- 
gious purpose and to show how stren- 
uously its advocates plan to protect 
the religious character of Sunday, I 
quote section 4 of the bill itself: “Any 
person who shall violate any of the 
provisions of this act, shall, on con- 
viction thereof, be punished by a fine 
of not less than $5 nor more than 
$50 for the first offense, and fer 


not less than $25 nor more than S500, 
and by imprisonment in the jail of 
the District of Cotlimbia for a period 
of not more than six months.”

For this majestic and inclusive idea 
of the deity you exchange the “elan 
vital.” But what does Bergson know 
of such mysterious urge? Nothing 
save its manifestation, which he distin- 
guished as instinct, intelligence and 
intuition. 


For “matter” he has no explanation. 
It is simply that which offers re 
sistance to the life force. It ac- 
counts equally for the amoeba and for 
Plato, for the troglodyte and for Jesus 
Christ. But when Bergson is asked 
whether. this foree is personal and 
self-conscious he is silent on the is- 
sue. He leaves it to be inferred that 
a force which produces versonal in- 
telligence able to @onceive and execute 
its purposes is not .itself personally 
intelligent. —

The United States’ Tribute to Motherhood |

When the United States congress on 
May 8, 1914, passed by joint resolu- 
tion a bill designating the second Sun- 
day in May as Mother's day, and Pres- 
ident Woodrow Wilson affixed his 
signature to the same, this nation 
made history, a new type of history, 
such as the world had never known, 


nations could well follow. 

The president’s proclamation which 
was issued the following day, May 9, 
called upon the official government 
to “display the national] flag on all 
government buildings as public ex- 
pression of love and reverence for 
mothers of the nation—who constitute 
the great source of the nation’s 
strength and inspiration—and as ¢.1- 
phasiang the homes of the nation as 
the fountainhead of its moral uplift 
and religion, so imp@rtant to the gov- 
ernment and humanity.’ 

The same call to display the flag 
was extended to the individual homes. 

It is thought that the idea of a na- 
tional mother’s day originated wit 
Miss Anna Jarvis, of Philadelphia, 
while she was arranging a memorial 
service for her deceased mother whose 
life had been largely spent in Sun- 
day school work. 

In 1912, two years previous to the 
national proclamation of a Mother's 
day, Governor Lee Cruce, of Oklahoma, 
called upon the people of his state to 
remember their mothers on a certain 
date and to manifest their love and 
reverence by wearing a carnation. 

The apparent forgetfulness, neglect, 
lack of respect and _ reverence for 
mothers so prevalent among busy, 
worldly-minded, grownup children— 
due largely to the high pressure of 
life—demanded that something be 
done to remind men, and women of 
their duty to their mothers. 

The prompt and hearty resporse by 
all classes to this effort on the part 
of this nation to honor motherhood 
‘and all that it implies, verifies the 
statement of a prominent writer (S, T. 
R.) “that underneath the crust of 
commercialism in this practical coun- 
try there follows a perennial spring 
of idealism.” 

In compliance with this enactment, 
legislative halls of the government will 
be duly closed on the appointed date 
and important bills on tax reduction, 
farm relief, flood control, national de- 
fense, railroad consolidation, forest 
reclamation, child health and others. 
the numerous reports on appropria- 
tions, government investigations, will 
all be forgotten for the day, while the 
sons, the solons, the nation’s keepers, 
recall the days when they were pre- 
paring for the honorable positions 
they now occupy. and remember and 
honor their mothers, the source 
whatever power they possess.

When a.certain type 
of preachers defend war today as _ be- 
ing the will of God I take comfort 
in the same sort of objection as the 
old lady when her preacher made a 
statement contrary to her opinion and 
experience and she spoke out in meet- 
ing,

The advocates of war in their ef- 
fort to find support in the New Testa- 
ment fall into absurdities similar to 
the liquor advocates. They are fon 
@ quoting: “I come not to send peace 
but a sword.” They conveniently 
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set a son at variance against his fath- 
er, and the daughter against her moth- 
er, and the daughter-in-law against her 
mother-in-law.” ; 

The clear idea of Jesus is that His 
truth creates issues in which mem- 
bers of the same family even are op- 
posed to each other as regards their 
attitude toward Him. “A text with- 
out the context is a pretext.” 

It is nothing short of blasphemy to 
attempt to ververt the words or spirit 
of Jesus Christ into a defense of 
war. 
Mr. Sherwood Eddy truly says: “We 
maintain that war is unehristian. It 
is the antithesis of everything for 
which Jesus stood. essence 0 
Jesus’ message was love; the domi- 
nant motive of war is hate. Jesus 
teaches the infinite worth of person- 
ality. Nothing cheapens or destroys 
personality so much as war, making 
men targets, ‘gun-fodder,’ anything but 
what they are in His view, sons of 
God, 7 
Jesus’ taught the Fatherhood of a 
God of love; war enthrones a tribal 
God of exclusive nationalism, Jesus 
taught brotherhood; war is the utter- 
most denial of brotherhood in its mass 
niurder and destruction.” 

The Methodist Federation for So- 
cial Service is on record in the follow- 
ing words: “We recegnize and accept 
the culiar responsibility of our 
ieeeeh ta utter moral judgment con- 
cerning the nature of war. We there- 
fore declare that war is wrong. It 
is contrary to the spirit and purpose 
of Jesus. Whatever may be true con- 
eerning the past, present experience 
demonstrates that in the modern 
world, war is unable to achieve the 
great moral aims of justice. fellow- 
ship and peace. We hold that war 
and the war system constitute the 
world’s chief collective sin. Conse- 
quently in our collectiv@ capacity as 
a church we can give it neither our 
blessing nor our aid nor permit our 
organization to be used for its promo- 
tion.” 

To reckon with the results ef the 
world war with its million killed, its 
nfillions maimed and shell-shocked and 
its waste of billions of dollars and 
not revolt against it as unchristian 
in its colossal stupidity and wholesale 
murder is to advertise one’s moral 
blindness and spiritual insensibility.

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The Air Mail 


By Harry 8S. New 


United States Postmaster General 


HE tenth anniversary of that 

219-mile § flight, between 

New York and Washington, 

which inaugurated our na- 

tional air mail service will 

be celebrated Tuesday by 
the postoffice department. 

Almost the same moment will 
mark the completion of two impor- 
tant new links in the great transcon- 
tinental network of air mail routes 
that exist today—those from Ogden, 
Utah, to San Francisco and from AIl- 
bany to Cleveland. And still more in- 
teresting as a coincidence is the re- 
cent opening of a steady air mail 
service from New York, southward 
through Washington, tying the north 
and the east to Richmond, Greens- 
boro, Spartanburg and Atlanta. 

At noon on May 15, #918, four 
pilots stood at their planes in New 
York, Philadelphia and Washington, 
ready for the first air mail flight. All 
four were lieutenants in the army air 
corps, loaned for purposes of experi- 
ment to the postoffice department. 

While Lieutenant Webb _ started 
from New York, while Lieutenants 
Culver and Edgerton were waiting to 
relay the mail in Philadelphia, Lieu- 
tenant Boyle took off from Washing- 
ton with a sack of air mail weighing 


about four pounds and a halt. Boyle 
was forced down almost immediate- 
ly, and Edgerton, coming in with the 
mail from New York via_ Philadel- 
phia, took up that little sack of mail 
and carried it next day, on his return 
flight to Philadelphia, whence Lieu- 
tenant Webb took it on to New York. 

Today 500,000 pounds of mail are 
carried through the air over millions 
of miles. A single sack now may go 
over lighted routes and by _ flood- 
lighted landing stations the entire 
2,600 miles from New York to San 
Francisco. 

When those first four pilots stood 
by their planes on that day in 1918 
the time when this country would be 
netted across by great aerial mail 
routes, operating regularly on sched- 
ule, seemed to many a far-off dream. 
It was travel in a new dimension, If 
it was to be developed, it must be de- 
veloped first by those who had the 
nerve to fly and then by those who 
had the nerve to back it financially. 

Working with the state depart- 
ment and with the postmaster general 
of Mexico, we are now completing 
plans for an international air mail 
service as significant to the story of 
international relations as it is to the 
story of transportation. From New 


Orleans, by way of Tampico and 
Vera Cruz, American planes will com- 
plete a run which will make it pos- 
sible to send a letter by air all the 
wav from Boston to Mexico City. 

Nor will the story end there. From 
New Orleans to Houston, by a pro- 
jected three-way connection — to 
Brownsville, to Laredo and to San 
Antonio—it will be possible to con- 
nect with any route by which the 
Mexican service may enter the United 
States in the future. 

From Havana, which already con- 
nects with us by air to Key West, the 
projected line would run southward 
and westward to Mexico, Guatemala, 
Honduras, Salvador and Costa Rica; 
thence into the Canal Zone, and 
from there drop southward along the 
western coast of South America 
through Columbia to Ecuaé¢or \and 
Peru, reaching all the way down 
through to Chile, even south of the 
Chilean capital, as far as Concepcion. 

Hanging in the office of the second 
assistant postmaster general, Irving 
Glover, is a~great map at which I 
can never glance without a feeling of 
satisfaction at the s‘a:us achieved in 
this brief time by th: American air 
mail service. 

In the east, Bosta, «ere New York 


tie on southward to Atlanta, there 
throwing out two branches westward 
cad eastward—one to Birmingham, 
Mobile and New Orleans and thence 
to the Mexican hook-up of which | 
have already spoken; the other to 
Jacksonville and Miami to pick up the 
Pan-American line. 

One sees Chicago, in the middle 
west, tied not only to the east, the 
north and the west, but to the south 
by Kansas City, Wichita in Kansas, 
through Oklahoma to the Texas 
cities—Dallas and Fort Worth and 
Waco, Austin and San Antonio, Hous- 
ton and Galveston: And one sees the 
west coast from Pasco, through Se- 
attle to Portland, San Francisco and 
Los Angeles in the far-flung line go- 
ing back to New York. 

When on June 30 of last year we 
turned the service over to private 
operation we could report a total of 
nearly 13,600,000 miles of air mail 
flown, Carrying well on toward 300,- 
000,000 pieces of mail, with a per- 
centage of loss remarkably small. The 
record also shows that while there 
were over 4,000 forced andings on 
account of weather and something 
over 2,000 due to mechanical causes, 
only thirty-two crashes resulted in fa- 
talities, causing the deaths of thirty- 
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two pilots and of nine other em- 
ployees who accompanied them. near- 
ly all of them during the first few 
experimental years of the service. 

From July, 1926, to July, 1927, 
over 2,500,000 miles .were flown 
and there were only two fatalities. 
What railroad or steamship company 
can point to a similar record? 

That last flight between New York 
and Washington marked in more than 
one way the beginning of a great na- 


tional experiment. It marked the 
beginning of an American policy in 
regard to mail aviation entirely dif- 
ferent from the European. 

We began the operation of that 
first air mail route with the distinct 
purpose in mind of making it a great 
national demonstration in the feasi- 
bility of commercial air transporta- 
tion for mail. Once that had been 
demonstrated, we were willing to turn 
over the air mail to the operation of 
the same economic principles that are 
concerned in the transportation of 
mail by ships on sea or by train on 
land. 

While European governments sub- 
sidize seats, mail and express, we 
deal with the commercial air com- 
panies in the matter of carrying mail 
as we deal with others transportation 
compantes—with this difference. that 
the law requires all railroad com- 
panies engaged in interstate com- 
merce to: carry mail on request. That 
provision of the law does not apply 
to air mail companies. 

We advertise for bids on which we 
let the contracts for carrying air mail 
to be paid for in accordance with 
Services rendered the government. 
These bids vary from the lowest rate 
of. 83 cents a pound to the highest 
rate of $3 a pound. In turn, instead 
of the land mail price of 2. cents for 
one ounce or under, the air mail 
stamp costs 10 cents for each half 
ounce or under in consideration of 
the -greater speed of delivery. 

And already these lines have be- 
gun to demonstrate the value of our 
idea. They are beginning to pay. 
One firm has paid a year’s dividends 
in advance. Our first great experi- 
ment is becoming a demonstration in 
America’s belief in sound business 
principles. 

During those laboratory years and 
during the performance of services 
highly valuable to the government 
and to the future of American avia- 
tion, less than $16,250,000 of Uncle 
Sam’s-money was expended by the 
postoffice department. Of this close 
to $2,250,000 was handed back for 
excess air postage on the transconti- 
nental route during the two and one- 
half years from July, 1924, to Feb- 
ruary, 1927, alone. And at the end 
of that time the postoffice depart- 
ment auctioned off twenty-six planes 
at an average price of around $7,000 
apiece, gave some planes to the for- 
est patrol for the work of the fire 
prevention, fifteen to the war depart- 
ment and some to the department of 
commerce for use in connection with 
the establishment and maintenance of 
lighted airways. 

After all deductions. are made, all 
we have paid for the greatest step in 
aviation history is $9,500,000. 

In building up this service the post- 
office department gave night flying 
to the world and created an organiza- 
tion which, in the words of Lind- 
bergh, is the envy of all Europe. 


Coming into the department al- 
ready an enthusiast, | have backed it, 
as hard as | could, from the begin- 
ning. When we had demonstrated 
that it was possible to cross the con- 
tinent with unfailing regularity except 
for impossible weather conditions— 
and, remember, even railriad trains 


are occasionally blockaded—I was 
ready to say that the service could be 
better carried on under private cap- 
ital than by Uncle Sam. Uncle Sam 
had to make the demonstration. 
Uncle Sam had to show his nerve. It 
is up to the private firms to carry on. 

These ten years since our first air 
mail flight have been spectacular in 
their demonstration of the practical. 
And the records of the air mail pilots 
glisten with stories of their abilities as 
fliers as well as of their personal he- 
roism and their unfailing sense of hu- 


mor. It is invidious to choose among 
them, perhaps. Yet a few illustra- 
tions, taken almost at random from 
the records, will give some idea of 
how they have hrought the mail 
through. 

There was H. G. Boonstra. Forced 
down upon a rocky ledge 9,400 feet 
high, somewhere between Salt Lake 
City and Rock Springs. he crawled 
for thirty-six hours on his hands and 
knees throuzh snow to an abandoned 
ranch house. Thence he got to a 
telephone. When he finally got 
back, got the mail and brought it to 
Colesville, Utah, the whole town 
turned out with a band to celebrate 
his arrival. 

When R. H. Ellis’ plane literally 
stuck its nose into the perpendicular 
side of a mountain in Wyoming he 
rolled his mail down the ledge and 
got it through. 

Euvene Johnson’s ship fell straight 
down, in a flying position, for 1,500 
feet, with Mount Rose ahead. Arm 
over eye, he waited the crash, when 
the wind struck the ship with a jar 
that carried it up and turned it in the 
opposite direction. And he got 
through—with the mail. 

J. H. Knight, flying by compass in 
the fog 8,000 feet up, as his gas gave 
out, dropped under the bank to find 
Lake Erie. He played hide and seek 
with the docks and dredges till he 
wormed the mail home. 

Paul Scott, out in Nevada, took the 
mail into a hole in the fog in Saddle 
Pass. The fog closed down. He 
banked, turned to come out with a 
visibility of twenty feet, leveled and 
started climbing—when he found he 
was scraping the tops of the trees. 
Crashed at 8,200 feet on the edge of 
the pass, he found his left shoulder 
out of joint and his left arm beginning 
to freeze. He noticed he had a cigar- 
ette. Then he noticed he had left his 
gun. Then he noticed the heavy fog, 
giving no sun for bearings. Then he 
noticed he was lucky to be able to 
notice anything. Struggling through 
the snow, he slipped on a rocky ledge 
and slid and tumbled 1,000 feet— it 
put his shoulder back into joint and 
restored the circulation. He got 
through to the railroad. 


Wesley Smith found flames burst- 
ing through the motor wall at_ his 
feet. Though the fire burned through 
the motor cowling and singed his face 
and clothing, he was calm enough to 
send his companien into the cabin to 
pile all the mail as far back as pos- 
sible. Then he managed to “bring 
the mail through” by a clever land- 
ing in a cornfield. 

“Benny” Eielson, who recently 
crossed the arctic with Captain 
George H. Wilkins, was made a chief 
of the Yukon Indians under the sobri- 
quet of “Moose Ptarmigan’? when, 
back in 1924, he brought the mail 
through dark and snow storms into 
a country that previously had known 
only dog teams. 

Before the completely mapped air 
routes, the lighted airways of today, 
R. B. Levisee owed his life to his 
memory for air landmarks. Running 
out of 7s. oil and. water . twenty 
mites ef Piccs-v Te, he sudden- 


ly remembered a certain pear-shaped 
clearing he had observed on previous 
flights. From 8,000 feet up he made 
a ‘“‘dead-stick”’ landing—and brought 
the mail through. 

During a certain trip westward 
from New York under a low barome- 
ter he struck a driving rain. Let Hill 
tell it: 

‘Mail held until noon on account 
of bad weather. I took off about 
12:10 at Garden City; pyrene hit- 
ting the back of my legs suggested a 
rough trip. . . | crossed the Dela- 
ware at Trenton and what was bad

After Slayer Had Married

‘USTICE triumphed. in the 
5! case of Earl Clark, but there 
was one most unfortunate 
happening which tempered 
the triumph. Clark was 

Ps} found guilty in Los Angeles 
of murdering a man who tried to res- 
cue a young girl, whom Clark had 
enslaved, from an evil life. He was 
awaiting execution when he escaped 
from jail. 

And that was where justice slipped 
up terribly, for Clark remained at 
large for months, during which time 
he courted and married the daughter 
of a respectable Minot, N. D., family. 
As Clark admitted later in a letter he 
wrote shortly before he was hanged, 
this was the greatest crime of his 
career. More than nine months pass- 
ed before he was retaken and return- 
ed to Los Angeles. 

“Make it snappy,” he told his exe- 
cutioners, and they did. But by this 
time the damage had been done. 

* * * * 

The case was dubbed the ‘‘red rose 
murder” because the girl, Mamie 
Stephens, with whom Earl Clark was 
living, wore a red rose in her hair the 
night Charles Silva was slain. Silva 
had given it to her, saying he would 
take her away from Clark and the life 
of shame into which Clark had led 
her. 

Sordid in. most of its 
story reached a tragically pitiful cli- 
max, for Clark, convicted of murder, 
escaped and remained at large long 
enough to win yet another girl. 

Very little ever became known 
about Clark’s past. What little we 
have seems to indicate that he was a 
thoroughly disreputable individual, 
what is known as a bad egg clear 
through. It seemed to be decidedly 
in character for him to ruin young 
girls and then use them to increase 
his income. There is an ugly word 
for the sort of person he was. 

According to his own brief story he 
was born in Texas. He admitted on 
the stand that he was convicted of 
felony in 1911 or 1912 in Oregon. 
He said it was for obtaining $14 un- 
der false pretenses by paying for a 
meal and getting the change on a 
fictitious check. He was sent to the 
state penitentiary at Salem, Ore., and 
while wor'' *~ the walls he 
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was responsible for Clark's iden- 
tification at Minot. 
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three and a half years, being captur- 
ed in Spokane. 

Later he escaped again and was 
working in a factory in Seattle when 
he was caught for the second time. 
He said he was paroled in 1916 by 
the governor and subsequently par- 
doned. The authorities in Los An- 
geles had some record of a convic- 
tion in Missouri but he denied this. 
He admitted that he had a wife in 
Portland, Ore. At the time of our 
story he was 36 vears old.

SOR Ba: Weias tats, an mek wl 
him, believing that he would marry 
her. But his plans did not include 
marriage. That was in the early 
spring of 1915. 

Clark and the girl traveled west- 
ward and finally reached Los An- 
geles. There he and another man 
took over a house in the Harbor City 
section. -When Clark revealed his 
plans to Mamie, she wept bitterly 
and vowed she would not do as he 
wished. Clark told her she would do 
as he said or starve. 

‘And if you try to run out on me,’ 
he added, ‘“‘you’ll get bumped off 
quick.” 

The other man in the 
was Arthur Densmore, owner, of a 
taxi siand at the harbor. ItWas his 
duty to bring men to Clark’s place, 
where Clark sold them liquor, and 
Mamie entertained them. Clark later 
referred to Densmore as his partner. 

On the night of April 19, a few 
days after Clark had rented the house, 
Densmore brought four mén from a 
ship recently arrived. They were 
Charles Silva, E. J. Kilbey, Fred Ut- 
recht, and Charles Lane. The men 
called for drinks and Clark brought 
them. 

According to Clark’s testimony, he 
ordered Silva out of the place. One 
word led to another. Clark said he 
got hold of Silva and the fellow kick- 
ed him in the shin. Then Densmore 
came running in, he said, and cried 
that he would take care of Silva. 
Densmore led the sailors out, saying, 
“Don’t start any trouble. Come on 
and get out of here.”’ 

And that, said Clark, was the last 
he saw of Silva. 

According to Mamie’s testimony, 
Clark drew a knife while he was 
arguing with Silva. She -said that 
when she saw the knife she screamed,

but Clark gave her a push and she 
ran out of the room. When she came 
back later they had all gone. Clark 
told her that he and she were leaving. 
Whe nshe attempted to argue about 
it, he punched her in the face. 

Then Densmore came and drove 
them out to his place. 

What had Silva said to her when

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he gave her the rose? He had Said 
that he was going to get her and take 
her home that night or get her away 
from there if it was the last thing he 
did. 

“He gave me the rose as a 
pledge,”’ she said, “and if anything 
happened to him for me to keep the 
rose always to remember him by.” 

According to Utrecht, who was in 
the parlor at the time, the bedroom 
door was suddenly thrown’ open, 
and Clark was shoving Silva. Ut- 
recht said he saw Clark’s arm make 
three movements at Silva. The other 
men could not add to these meager 
details of what happened 

Whatever happened, and however 
it happened, Silva was in a serious 
condition when he was carried aboard 
his ship. Soon afterward he was hur- 
ried off to a hospital, where he died. 

. Denied Stabbing. 

And in the meanwhile, Clark, 
Densmore and the girl had hurriedly 
left their place. They journeyed to 
san Pedro and then to Culver City, 
where Clark proposed to hide out by 
opening a roadhouse. Clark was 
asleep the next day when the police 
walked in and informed him that he 
was under arrest for murder. 

In the trial Clark denied that he 
had stabbed Silva, He said that there 
had been a free-for-all fight and that 
he had used only his fists. Mamie 
however, gave him the lie on this. It 
was her testimony, really, that clinch- 
ed the state’s case. 

Deputy District Attorney Ed Den- 
nison, in his address to the jury, pic- 
tured the scene that night at the 
house. He told of how Clark came 
in and found Mamie and Silva talk- 
ing, the girl crying and holding the 
red rose-Silva had given her. And 
then he said: 

“Silva was a young man, and no 


doubt romantic. You may have no- 
ticed that it is one of the peculiarities 
of the male that when he sees a wom- 
an going wrong there is some spark 
of goodness in him that wants to ex- 
tend to her a helping hand—though 
on the other hand it is through men 
that women fall. 

“So this young man, Silva, saw 
this unfortunate Magdalen there and 
he was kind of decent and clean. 
There was something in him, accord- 
ing to the deductions that can be 
drawn from the girl’s story, that made 
him talk kindly to her. 


‘“! don’t know what he said to her 
under the circumstances, but he talk- 
ed to her. And it Was only a day or 
two before when she had been told te 
Starve or sell her body. 

‘“‘He talked to her kindly and the 
tears came into her eyes. Outrage 
and debauchery could not- bring them 
—it was kindness. And because he 
was kind to her, and because he was 
standing there, more like a brother 
than a lover, this monster Clark flung 
himself upon him and slew him with 
a knife! 

“That is the testimony in this case, 
rentlemen.” 

The men and women of the jury 
were out about half an hour before 
they brought in their verdict of guilty 
of murder in the first edgree. That 
was on June 30, 1925. A few days 
later Judge Sidney Reeve, now dead, 
sentenced Clark to be hanged on Sep- 
tember 18. 

The condemned man appealed his 
case, being held at the new county 
jail in Los Angeles pending the out- 
come of the appeal. 

But Clark was ever an impatient 
prisoner. 

On the following March 16, with 
five other inmates, he staged a sensa- 
tional escape by overpowering a trun- 
key as the latter brought the prison- 
ers their breakfast. They fled down 
an outside fire escape and Clark leap- 
ed into an automobile which was 
waiting there for him. The escape, 
so far as Clark was concerned, was a 
complete success. 

He fled across the Rockies 
finally reached Minot, N. D. 

He changed his name to Jack 
Miller and went to work for a con- 
tractor as a painter, later going into

And presently he was courting ane 
other girl. 

She was Helen Scofield, daughter 
of a respected family, with many 
friends in the community. She fell 
in love with Clark, and on the fol- 
lowing Hallowe’en night they were 
married. As-Clark later admitted, 
this was the greatest crime of his 
career. 

Soon after the escape, the Minot 
police department had received a cir- 
cular bearing a front and side view of 
Clark, as well as his fingerprints. The

A HE forests of the Argonne ure far 
away. In spite of the fact that in 
the last war we made that wilderness 

our battlefield, nevertheless, to the avera’ 2 
American mind, great distances still sepa- 
rate us from it, and there is a deep-seated 
purpose not to let those distances be dimin- 
ished. But, while the scene of war on land 
recedes: in the perspective of both memory 
and imagination, the potential battlefields of 
the sea powers of the world reach to cur 
very doors. 

The open seas, which are to navies wnat 
the térrain of mountain, plain and river is 
to armies, are on the flank of ever, coast. 
A half hour’s sail from any ocean port and 
we are in the “no man’s land” of naval 
strategy; the thin stretcn of territorial water 
which forms the protective glacis for the 
shore land behind is less than a cannon shot 
in width. When, therefore, the Sea Powers 
begin to talk about renouncing war there is 
something much more real in the proposi- 
tion for us than in the pursuance of s: .e 
far-away ideal in another part of the wo: _d. 
Our own navy is involved; and on the sc.a- 
ways that lead to peace we meet at cnce 
our more immediate and still unsolved prove 
lem of naval disarmament... 

Above all, “the renunciation of war as an 
instrument of national policy” means to the 
Sea Powers a reformulation in terms suitab.e 
for our day of the old, historic doctrines of 
the “freedom of the seas.’ Originally, when 
the high seas were not the secure pathways 
of commerce that they are to-day, that 
doctrine was applied to times of peace as 
well as of war. But for more than a iu.- 
dred years the peace-time aspects of i.ie 
problem have practically disappeared and 
the only question that remains is that of 
the rights of bellicerents and necutrais upon 
the high seas. It is a question of war-t.me 
conditions, 

Now the  Briand-Eellocg nev7o.u.at:ons 
propose to cut the Gordian knot by eiimi- 
nating war itself “as an Instrument of na- 
tional policy.” If this were really accep.ed 
and applied throughout the civilized w-t.d, 
it would at very least so change the probiem 
of sea power as practically to eliminace 
those nationalist elements which have mace 
belligerency a menace to peaceful comme.ce 
on the high seas. It is a new era \.iat 
is envisaged, which calls upon arvii...y 
power tor a mucn greacer renunciation ‘.ian 
that involved in merely recognizing the r._ats 
of war-time trade at sea. The greaicr re- 
form carries the lesser along with it; tune 
elimination of national wars imp-..cs tne 
freedom of the seas. 

This fact has not been clearly seen as yet 
on this side of the Atlantic. Lut the Lruite- 
ish have begun to see it, coming to it the 
other way on, from the standpoint of a dis- 
cussion of the freedom of the seas and 
throuzh it reaching to the further and wider 
proposal of the elimination of national war. 
There is no more striking fact in the inter- 
mational debate now going on than that 
British statesmen and publicists are coming 
out in favor of the whoie revolutionary pro- 
posal, fully aware that it would mean a re- 
versal of the entire history of British naval 
stratecy. 

There is no soft streak in this discussion 
of a problem so vital to Britain, but a frank 
acceptance of the consequences, which are 
that the British fleet should never again be 
used as the instrumenf of a purely. British 
blockade in a war waged by and for exe 
clusively British aims and interests, but only 
in case its services were called into action by 
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the community. of nations which registers its will to peace 
in a great anti-war treaty, the Covenant of the Leacue. or 
ov.her s:milar commitment. The days of Great Britain's em- 
pire of the sea are recognized as over at last, if in its place 
can be erected a commonwealth of sovereign states equally set 
upon the maintenance of freedom for commerce 
hich seas.

It is not necessary here to review the whole past hi tory 
of this doctrine of the freedom of the seas, one of the oldest 
and most consistent doctrines of American foreign poticy, 
older than the Constitution itself. Benjamin Franklin at- 
tempted to insert it in the treaty of peace with Great Britain 
in 1783, urging the adoption of a clause in that treaty that 
“all merchants or traders with their unarmed vessels, em- 
ployed in commerce, exchanging the products of different na- 
tions, and thereby rendering the necessary conveniences and 
comforts of human life more easy to obtain and more recn- 
era’, shall be allowed to pass freely unmolested ” 

Although Britain did not grant this right. b.oauun ac.c.y 
got the principle inserted into a treaty with Prussia two years 
later. The War of 1812 was largely due to the unsolved prob- 
lem, which it left still unsolved. 

Throughout the nineteenth century the United States con- 
tinued to urge the case of neutral rights upon the high seas, 
and when in 1856 the Conference of Paris reformed the law 
of the sea, the United States brought up again its insistent 
proposal that not only should privateering be abolished but 
that private property, when not contraband of war, should not 
be subject to seizure upon the high seas. 

Thar resnctian aew--a #h the fore acain at the Hague -Con- 
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ference through the insistence of the American delegation, 
angfi no more eloquent and convincing statement of America’s 
cate has ever been made than that of Mr. Choate in the 
Hague Conference of 19807, based not only upon Secretary 
Root’s instructions and President Roosevelt's earnest ‘nsist- 
ence, but also upon a resolution of Congress of April 28, 1904, 


. which had called upon the President of the United States to 


secure the “incorporation into the permanent law of civilized 
nations of the principles of exemption of all private property 
at sea, not contraband of war, from capture or destruction by 
belligerents.” Mr. Choate quoted, on behalf of the American 
proposal, not only the precedent of his own country but the 
opinions of statesmen and eminent publicists in almost every 
civilized land 

The American proposal, however, met with the opposition 
of the British delegation at the Hague Conierence, because 
it seemed to them to be somewhat self-contradictory, or at 
least incomplete. While denying the right of belligerents to 
seize the private property of the signatory powers at sea, the 
proposal made an exception of contraband of war and the 
right of commercial blockade. These two exceptions seemed to 
the British delegation to make the proposal itself an “equivoca- 
tion capable of misleading ill-informed public opinion.” They 
ciaimed that the abolition of the right of capture necessarily 
involved the abolition of commercial blockade, for the object 
of both measures is the same; and that as long as the term 
“contraband of war” is not confined to articles that can be 
used immediately for military purposes, but may include food- 
siuffs and raw materials as well, the exceptions to the rule 

ht be 4s large as the rule itself a 


Loid Reay desccri'xd at length the widere 
ing field @f contraband attendant upon the 
discoveries of modern science, showing re- 
markable prevision of the situation which 
was to .develop in the early days of the 
World War. He pointed out, as well, the 
complications that would still exist in de- 
termining the character of articles of con- 
ditional contraband, and of making sure of 
the ultimate destination of innocent-look- 
ing shipments. The British solution for this 
complicated program was to propose that 
“contraband be abolished so thet neutral 
commerce shou:d regain the freedom it re- 
quires.” 

There is littie more than historical intere- 
est now in this debate between the Dritish 
and the American delegations at The Hague, 
for President Roosevelt refused to accept the 
British proposal as the British had refused 
the American formula. But, looking back 
over it, it seems to bear a fatal resemblance 
to the recent Disarmament Conference at 
Geneva; for in both cases there was a de- 
s.re upon the part of the governments of 
Great Britain and the United States to reach 
the solution of a commagp problem, and each 
produced a formula suited to its needs. 

“Vhat prevented agreement in both cases 
Was an underlying, fundamental. difference 
in naval stratezy, employed on the one hand 
by an isiand power dependent upon the 
ou sice wor.d for its sustenance, and on the 
o..er hand to maintain the external in- 
terests of a Continent, self-contained and 
se.f-sustainin”. 

‘his is the Gordian knot; and so far the 
at.empt to diccntangle it by playing with 
both ends of the complicated skein has only 
added to the complications. The solution is 
now seen to le in eliminating the knot al- 
to-ether by the cenial of the right of “pri- 
vate” warfare at sea under the terms of the 
Ke.logg-Briand proposal. 

~he further history of this problem but 
er; nasizes the points that have been made 
aiready. The Conference of London in 1908 
leit the law of the sea unreformed, and the 
World War revealed the danger which lay 
in this situation, a danger so real that it 
was only the existence of still more vital 
facts which prevented the involvement of 
the United States in the effort to make 
headway against the steady i: roads of sea 
power upon neutral rights 

It was in the heart of this most serious 
phase of the war thas Colonel House, at 
that time President Wilson’s representative 
in Europe, attempted to revive the prin- 
ciple of the freedom of the seas and to use 
it as a formula of possible agreement be- 
tween Germany and Great Britain. But 
his proposal found little response in England, 
owing both to the German diplomatic blund- 
ers of the hour and to the sinking of the 
Lusitania, and also to the fact that Great 
Britain was at that moment developing the 
blockade of the Central Powers as one of its 
other weapons of the war. A reform of this 
far-reaching nature needed peace-time cone 
ditions for its fulfillment—or else the overe 
whelming conviction on the part of the bele 
ligerents that in it lay the means of ending 
their tragic struggle. This conviction was 
lacking at the time, and the effort failed. 
Colonel House's insistence was not without 
effect when President Wilson made the prin- 
ciple of the freedom of the seas the sécond 
of his Fourteen Points, but in Paris the Presi- 
dent dropped it from his program in the later 
days of the Peace Conference. With all the

circular stated, “If located, arrest and 
hold as fugitive from justice. |! will 
extradite from anywhere.” It was 
signed by William I. Traeger, sheriff 
of Los Angeles county. 


Under Close Scrutiny. 


The circular had been posted on 
the bulletin board in the Minot police 
Station. 

But it was not until the middle of 
August that Lieutenant J. B. Harti- 
gan, a veteran on the Minot police 
force, became struck with the resem- 
blance between the man on the circu- 
lar and Jack Miller, the painter. Har- 
tigan thereafter made a close study of 
Miller. acquainting himself with the 
man’s habits and appearance. As time 
went on he-became convinced the 
much sought after Ear! Clark was 
living in Minot. 

Finally, on January 8, 1927, Lieu- 
tenant Hartigan took Clark into cus- 
tody and conducted him to the police 
Station. The prisoner laughed when 
he saw the poster on the bulletin 
board, saying they had made a mis- 
take. 

Hartigan called in William Nim- 
mins, a young student of fingerprint- 
ing, and Nimmins very quickly re- 
ported that Earl Clark and Jack 
Miller were one and the same man. 
The captive was placed in the county 
jail to await the arrival of detectives 
from Los Angeles. 


While in the cell in the Minot jail 
Clark wrote out some verses which 
he claimed he had composed himself. 
The verses follow:

Gov. C. C. Young of California, 
who refused to intervene for 
Clark. 
and H. E. Hei.c. ...me on trom Los 
Angeles to take him back. The little 
town of Minot was aghast at tie reve- 
lations. He, a murderer, had come 
into their community and won one of 

their girls. 

Clark swore to his wife that he was 
innocent of the crime and she believ- 
ed him. But he had foreseen that 
some day he would be captured and 
had sewed a quantity of cyanide in 
his shirt cuff. The night the Los An- 
gelés officers arrived Clark swallow- 
ed the poison. But time had weak- 
ened it. The dose only made him ill. 

Back in Los Angeles the battle to 
escape the gallows began. 

Clark’s chances, however, had fad- 
ed. The appellate court had thrown 
his case out hecause he had escaped 
and gone out of its jurisdiction. Ac- 
cording to Attorney Buel Wood, who 
represented Clark in the appeal, the 
condemned man probably would be 
alive today if he had not injured his 
chances by escaping. He was re- 
sentenced to Ke hanged the following 
September 23. 

As the day of execution approach- 


‘ed, the governor of the state, C. C. 


Young, was appealed to. A long wire 
signed by deputy sheriffs, jail em- 
ployees and others was placed before 
the governor, urging clemency. But 
Young, the day before the hanging, 
declared that the testimony pointed 
clearly to Clark’s guilt. He refused to 
intervene. | 

Deputy District Attorney Denni- 
son, who has the reputation of being 
a very fair-minded man, stafed that 
he firmly believed Clark was guilty 
and should die on the scaffold. 

And so Clark was led out on the 
gaHows platform at San Quentin. 
When he saw the little group of wit- 
nesses ranged about the scaffold, he 
cursed them. tren told his execution- 

te “make * s.appy.”

The prison authorities found the 
following letter in Clark’s cell: 


San Quentin, Sept. 23, 27. 


Mr. R. H. Johnson & Capt. Heller. 


Dear Friends:

How to Play the Infield

The third baseman takes all slow 
bounding balls between himself and 
the shortstop. Get together with the 
latter player and talk a good deal so 
that each knows the other's voice per- 
fectly. When taking a throw at the 
bag. make the runner slide between 
your iegs, make a good catch of the 
throw. and “stick it on him.” 

Handle a line drive directly in front 
of you and never duck your head be- 
cause the fielder loses sight of the ball 
if you do so. If a popfly hit di- 
rectly back of the infielder, never 
back straight for it. Rather turn 
your back on the infield and then 
circle around to grab the hall so that 
vou will catch it when going forward. 
Catch all fly balls with your hands 
cupped in front, about belt high. and 
never with your hands overhead. 

The infielder will always obtain 
the best results by taking a bunt on 
his right side or bare hand. He 
should practice throwing the instant 
he feels the ball. Learn to anticipate 
the plays, and never get caught asleep 
noa bunt.

would be no neutrals in the wars to 
come and. therefore, the protection 
of neutral rights would no longer be 
a valid claim. 

Although President Wilson’s dream 
of a universal League of Nations was 
not realized and the greatest neutral 
claimant to the freedom of the seas 
still remained neutral, nevertheless 
the project has been little discussed in 
these post-war years, either here or 
abroad. In England only a_ few 
pacifist journals or radical thinkers 
have referred to it from time to time 
and their advocacy has not counted 
for much with Britain as a whole. 

The dependence of Great Britain 
upon the protection of its fleet is a 
conception more deeply rooted in the 
British mind than any other single 
fact. Convictions as well as condi- 


tions are facts of history; and any 
proposal, therefore, which seems to 
hamper or restrict naval strategy is 
regarded by the average British citi- 
zen as a direct attack upon the se- 
curity of the British empire, the in- 
dependence or even the very exist- 
ence of the British nation. 


The. battle fleet of Britain, to 
which it entrusts its safety, was built 
for free use, under its own command, 
on those seven seas which bind the 
empire together. A doctrine which 
proposes to- deny henceforth the 
legitimacy of the strategy which has 
prevailed from the days of Drake and 
Frobisher to that of Jellicoe and 
Beattvy—the heritage of Nelson—can 
only win its way to serious consider- 
ation by sheer weight of inescapable 
realities) Nevertheless, that is just 
what is happening at the present time. 

It is recognized now that the con- 
ditions of the last war, the alignment 
of the powers, at least, might not be 
repeated in a possible conflict in the 
future, and that if Great Britain had 
to maintain its food supply in the face 
of an attack by submarines with wide 
cruising radius and vastly increased 
sea coasts for refuge along neigh- 
boring countries, it might go hard 
with a nation dependent upon those 
supplies for its very life. 

Then there is the question of hos- 
tile airplanes hunting the cargo boats 
as they near the ports but are still 
on the high seas. : 

The prospect of warfare is rapidly 
changing for those who look out of 
Eu.opean windows, and, whatever 
the admiralty may have in mind the 
questions which are arising in the 
field of the technical expert are being 
taken over into that of politics by 
those who claim that the only settle- 
ment lies in eliminating the cause of 
the danger and not in attempting to 
out-top the world in armaments. 

But if any color of political parti- 
Sanship is discoverable in these cir- 
cles, this can hardly be said of a doc- 
ument prepared as a draft treafy be- 
tween the United States and Great 
Britain by specialists in international 
law, which states the whole case for 
freedom of the seas in terms conso- 
nant with the Kellogg proposal, One 
of the proponents of this draft is a 
jurist of world-wide fame, whose 
name is already attached to docu- 
ments of lasting historical importance. 
The text itself, a copy of which lies 
before me, has not yet been publish- 
ed, but has been somewhat widely cir- 
culated in England and referred to in 
discussions. 

But more significant from the 
standpoint of practical politics is the 
fact that the ‘‘Round Table” devotes 
a major article to this subject and 
comes to the conclusion that Great 
Britain shou'd not merely accept the 
theory ‘of the freedom ofthe seas,

but should,do so without delay, and 
if necessary take the initiative. 

The “Round Table” is a forum of 
outstanding importance for the dis- 
cussion of imperial politics and ts con- 
ducted by a group of men of long 
and distinguished service in the up- 
building of the British commonwealth 
of nations, men who have had much 
to do with the constitutional develop- 
ment of India and South Africa and 
the negotiations which brought the 
Irish free state into existence, ‘and 
who have had experience aS well in 
the conduct of imperial politics at 
home. 

The article in question begins with 
a frank discussion of the reasons for 
the failure of the Geneva disarma- 
ment conference and finds them in 
the fact that America, Britain and 
Japan have each a different prob- 
lem in sea strategy and therefore, dif- 
ferent needs in naval armament; the 
result being inevitable disagreement 
so long as the debate continues in its 
present terms. There is no likelihood 
of future conferences succeeding if 
they are to be held along the line of 
the Geneva’ attempt. 

The solution of the problem, says 
the writer, ‘“‘lies in the acceptance of 
the new principles of naval warfare, 
and the chief of these would be the 
proposition that Great Britain should 
not use its fleet in the future for any 
nurely British blockade; that its con- 
trol of the high seas should never be 
exercised for itself alone; but only in 
fulfillment of an international obli- 
vation to which the United States and 
Japan would be co-signatories. 

“For Great Britain the issue is 
comparatively simple. The days of 
her imperial temptations are over. 
She is no#onger the only sea power 
in the world. The choice before her 
is whether she will be prepared, not 
to relinquish her naval strength or 
her right to protect her vital com- 
munications against improper attack, 
hut to recognize that she must only 
use it to interfere with the trade of 
other nations in accordance with in- 
ternational law and in_ support of 
peace through arbitration. That may 
seem difficult. But the long view 
shows that it is by limitation not of 
her rights as a belligerent, but of her 
right to become a belligerent that her 
trade and that peace which is_ her 
greatest interest are secured. If she 
refuses she will simply impose com- 
petition on the United States under 
conditions which will justify such 
competition, and in such a contest the 
greater purse will prevail.” 

In another place the writer of this 
article states the issue still more 
clearly: “It is whether any nation 
shall have the right to interfere with 
the trade of neutral nations when it 
goes to war on its own initiative alone 
or whether the title to exercise bel- 
ligerent rights is in the future to be 
exercised only in wars’ undertaken 
under some kind of _ international 
sanction.’”’ This, As was stated above, 
is the direct application to naval 
policy of the proposal of the Kellogg- 
Briand negotiations, that nations 
Should “renounce war as an instru- 
ment for the purpose of carrying out 
their own spontaneous, independent 
policy.”” But these words of M. 
Briand are at the same time the sub- 
stance of the second of -President 
Wilson’s fourteen points: 

“Absolute freedom of navigation 
upo.u the seas, outside territorial wa- 
ters, glike in peace and in war, except 
as the seas may be closed in whole or 
in part by international action for the 
enforcement of international cove- 
nats. 

It is a strange turn in history that 
n w the British who opposed _ this 


lation of the freedom of 


doctrine at Paris are making it their 
own, and beginning to inquire if we 
will hold to it and apply it as a part 
of our contribution to the elimination 
of war from the free action of sov- 
ereign states. 

But there is a still stranger ele- 
ment in this debate. It is that the 
very obstacle which the British have 


hitherto found in Geneva to the 
whole-hearted acceptance of the 
league obligations—the danger of a 
league blockade involving Great 
Britain in hostilities with the United 
States—is now seen to be the possible 
means for overcoming those other ob- 
Stacles which it advanced at the 
Hague conference of 1907. When 
the American proposal of freedom of 
the seas reserved both contraband and 
the right of blockade the British saw 
no end of trouble in defining the ex- 
ceptions. The shore blockade was 
no longer effective and there was no 
way of delimiting the permitted acts 
of an intercepting fleet from the vio- 
the high 
seas. since most of the blockades of 
the future must be directed from the 
high seas themselves. 

But now there is a different kind 
of frontier possible. consisting of a 
juristic line drawn between the “‘pri- 
vate’ warfare of a state for its own 
ends_and the ‘‘public’’ warfare, in de- 
fense of the community of nations 
and waged only against a violator of 
the peace covenant itself. , This juris- 
tic distinction means the prohibition 
of all war at sea but that of levitimate 
defense: not merely self-defense 
for that would brine back the old 
vicious circle of private or national 
wirfare and national armaments— 
but defense of the peace of the world 
against that power which revives the 
lawless right of ‘“‘war as the instru- 
ment of its national policy.” 

Moreover, the historic guestion o.- 
contraband assumes a new form. The 
problem shifts to a discussion of what 
acts of coercion should be permitted 
against a power that runs amuck in 
the world. Once more we are brought 
hack to the old question of Article 
XVI of the covenant of the league 
with its obligations upon league mem- 
bers to cooperate against the cove- 
nant breaker and in defense of the 
victim. 

Only by the development of an 
ordered community of nations, con- 
scious of their interdependence in 
war as in peace, can there be any per- 
manent reality in this most far-reach- 
ing revolution in international rela- 
tions. The cost of freedom is_ its 
maintenance. In some form or other, 
therefore, we must recognize the sec- 
ond aswell as the first part of Presi- 
dent Wilson’s formulation. The seas

freedom itself. 

Thus it may yet be found that the 
very one of the fourteen points 
which was surrendered in Paris—un- 
der the belief that it was no longer 
valid with the United States in a 
League of Nations—will prove to be 
a means for reconciling our historic 
claims to be a nation apart from oth- 
ers—a neutral by tradition and con- 
viction—with the obligations of a 
member of the community of nations. 
The isolation passes as the oceans 
narrow; and freedom ‘upon’ fhem 
makes them narrower still, by the re- 
moval of those barriers which keep 
nations further apart than mere dis- 
tance—distrust, suspicion and misun- 
derstanding. ;
